The report of the committee on cre- 


dentials was the first thing taken up 
when the convention met. A resolu- 
tion was offered to give Tammany two 
votes to the state Democracy's one 
vote in the convention, the same ratio 
as the representation on the state com- 
mittee. Patterson led for the resolu 
tion and Hill against it 
Hisses so in- 


terrupted Patterson that Hill appealed 
with the chairman for restoration of 
order by the sergeants at arms. Pat- 
terson said that the reformers con- 
trolled 60,000 votes against the Demo- 
crats at the last election and should 
be recognized fairly for harmony.

The report of the committee on per-

"1 count myself out of active poli-

casion as this, and 1 feel proud at 
being asked to preside over the deliber- 
ations of a convention, whose actions 
will, as I believe reflect the judgement 
and opinions of the majority of voters 
iu the Empire stale at the next elec- 
tion. 


"la victory oV in defeat there is al- 


ways one sure and lasting satisfaction 


in being a Democrat, and that 
conciousness of belonging to a party 
which is, whatever else may be said of 
it, the party of the plain people and 
the 
party which instinctively and 


naturally abhors political hypocrisy 
and false pretense. 
Democrats may 


make mistakes in policy or in conduct, 
but there is that rough honesty about 
them which makes them shrink from 
political professions 
that 
are not 


genuine, but are made only to deceive 
voters until after election day. Thank 
heaven, the Democratic party is not a 
party of cant and hypocrisy. 


"The memory of the people of New 


York is not short enough, to forget en- 
tirely the promises with which the Re- 
publican party 
assumed 
complete 


power on January 1st, backed by an 
unusual expression of popular confi- 
dence, nor can it forget the melancholy, 
humiliating and disgraceful failure to 
redeem those promises, or the miser- 
able fiasco which has followed every 
pretention of reform. No party within 
recent years assumed the power of 
government in our state with a larger 
measure cf public confidence or with a 
greater opportunity of gratifying pub- 
lic expectation. 
But even a month of 


power was sufficient to 
expose the 


false pretense by which power had 
been obtained and to reveal professed 
reformers in their true light as politi- 
cal pirates. The lofty professions of 
morality and public duty before the 
assumption 
of 
power 
degenerated 


afterward into a party fued for politi 
cal spoils. 
The perversion of legis- 


lative power to personal cupidity and 
the betrayal of every reform. 


"I do not stand here in the perf unct 


ory manner of partisans on such occa 
sions as this to denounce the othe- 
party and praise my own. 1 am merely 
stating what every intelligent vote: 
knows to be true and what every in 
dependent voter and every newspape 
will tell you, namely, that the peopl 
who last November, under the impuls 
of 
an 
earnest 
moral 
sentiment 


whether justly or unjustly aroused 
placed the Republican party in po.we 
to accomplish desired reforms, ha^ 
been woefully disappointed and shame- 
fully betrayed. And while such a po- 
litical betrayal is always to be deplored 
whether it brings advantages to party, 
adversaries or not, it is, I am sure, a 
source of satisfaction 
to Democrats 


who fait the injustice of .the position in 
which a combination of circumstances 
had placed their party last autumn to 
realize that their partisans opponents 
who misled and deceived public opin- 
ion for their own selEsh purposes are 
now completely unmasked. 


After giving the details of what Mr. 


Flower called the contrast between 
Eepublican promises and Eepublican 
performances, he spoke on national

ters of state concern, for in tbe coming 
election these are the questions of par- 
amount interest, but federal issues 
connotand will not be ignored; fortu- 
nately for the- Democratic party the 
tide is with it here also.

The bard 
times which followed the fright caused 
by the Sherman law, are rapidly Dis- 
appearing uuder favoring conditions 
and for recovery from hardship and de- 
pression credit must be given to the 
party which bad the sagacity to re- 
move the causes of financial and in- 


ustrinl disaster and provide sound 
egislation 
under 
which 
business 


nd manufactures 
can 
legitimately 


rosper. Danger of a depreciated cur- 
ency now is gone, and tariff duties 
are no longer so high as to restrict 
oreign commerce and over stimojate a 
ew Democratic industries at the ex- 
ense of the many. The best proof 
hat the Democratic position on the 
iriff is right is found in the universal 
evival of industry since the enact- 
ment of the new law. Our woolens 
re already finding markets in England, 
.nd our iron and steel mills are hum- 
ming with new business. 
Under such 


onditions no Republican attacks can 
undermine the Democratic vantage 
ground. The people will not be easily 


eluded, nor can their confidence be 
haken in the integrity and intelligence 
>f the Democratic federal administra- 
ion, at whose head is honest and cour- 
agous Grover Cleveland. 


'The contest we are beginning is the 


preliminary contest for next year's 
rreat political battle in the nation. 
Democratic success this fall in New 
York will make Democrats everywhere 
ift up their heads and buckle on their 
fighting armor. Victory here now will 
do much to secure victory in the nation. 
So let us subordinate all selfish or local 
aterest, and join each other in restor- 
ing to power the party to which we 
belong and in which we believe."

Dr. Maxon, rector of

politicians by citizens of quite emi- 
nent respectability. 


THK protectionist organs would have 


tho people bclicvo the country to be in 
a bad way, because iu the eight months 
of the calender year wo bavo exported 
about S1S,000,OQO less merchandise than 
the amount exported in tho corre- 
sponding period lust year, while the 
imports during the same time have 
shown an increase of $33,000,000. But 
why not extend the comparison back 
from tho panic year, 1SO-1, to an earlier 
period under tho McKinloy law'? As a 
matter of fact tho imports iu eight 
months have been $-13,000,000 less than 
they were iu 1SSK5, and the excess of 
imports this year has been only S30,- 
505,518. as against 847,829,085 in eight 
months of 1893. Tho decrease in ex- 
ports has been due wholly to a decline 
in agricultural shipmeuts, whii-.h lias 
been caused mainly bj 
T smaller crops 


in this country and a less demand in 
Europe. 


There will soon bo a change iu the 


balance of trade by an increased ex- 
port of farm products. Wheat is mov- 
ing freely from northwestern farms, 
the corn crop will be ready for ship- 
ment in vast quantities in a couple of 
months, while cotton has commenced 
to move freely. • The making of bills of 
exchange against shipments of cotton 
and breadstuff's will soon operate to 
check the flow of gold. The financial 
authorities iu New York express the 
opinion that the period of r;old' ship- 
meats is terminating.

Growing1 Deflicienolefl. 


Do the peoplo of Ohio fully, under- 


itancl the almost regular meetings oi 
(he emergency board for tho creation of 
ilificioncies? 
Do they understand the 


nature 'and character and necessity oi 
those deficiencies?. It seems to us that 
if they fully understood these matters, 
not one of them -would stay away from 
the polls ou the oth day of November, 
and not one of them would fail to cast 
his vote in favor of retiring the Repub- 
lican leaders; from the administrative 
audJegislative control of the state. 


Each $1,000, or §10,000, or $25,000, or 


$50,000, or $100,000 of deficiencies thus 
created, is only that much money added 
to the already oppressive burdens of 
taxation resting on the shoulders of the 
people. Tho Seventieth and the Seventy- 
first general assemblies are primarily re- 
sponsible for the bulk of the deficiencies 
now being piled up mountain high to bo 
taken care of by the Seventy-second 
general assembly, which is to bo elected 
this fall. 


The $91,000 salary grab of the last 


Republican legislature is responsible for 
that much of present deficiencies. That 
legislature was so recklessly extrava- 
gant that it not only disposed of all the 
possible' revenues of 1895, but mort- 
gaged the future for enormous amounts, 
which if now being provided for in 
what is known as "emergency appro- 
priations" to meet liabilities wholly un- 
provided for, although a large propor- 
tion of them was deliberately created by 
the legislature. 


The present depleted condition of the 


state treasury is the direct and inevitable 
result of tho'incompetence and criminal 
recklessness and extravagance of the 
late legislature, which after borrowing

Tho election of Asa S. Bushnell as gov- 
ernor, and n Republican legislature, 
would simply be an indorsement of the 
slip-shod system which is not only im- 
periling the reputation of the state, but 
is adding \inuecessarily to the taxes of 
the people. 


Every intelligent man knows that the 


way to bring aboxat reform is not to con- 
tinue tho party which is responsible for 
these conditions in power, but to turn it 
out. 
They havo proven themselves un- 


faithful servants and merit only dis- 
missal. 


Have Ilnd Experience. 


The people of Ohio during tho past 


throe or f o«r years have had considera- 
ble experience with bossism in the legis- 
lature. They have seen state expendit- 
ures increase and state revenues dimin- 
ish, while local taxes to meet the re- 
quirements of the local bonded indebted- 
ness created by tho legislature at boss 
dictation, increase in alarming propor- 
tions. 


Scarcely a community has escaped the 


burdens imposed by tho boss system of 
legislation. The chief of the bosses is 
George B. Cox of Cincinnati, and as a 
consequence, that city has boeu a great, 
if not tho greatest sufferer. 


Mr. Cox has enlarged ideas at the 


present writing, and ho has set about 
carrying them out by extending his 
sovereignty aud control. He has set up

If nothing happens within the next 


few days to prevent, Portsmouth will 
have another shoe factory, increasing 
the number in the city to nine. 


The company has already been or- 


ganized, the capital paid in and every- 
thing in shape. 
At the head of the 


concern 
is 
Charles 
W. 
Helton, 


himself a practical shoe man, who 
has beon conducting a repair and man- 
ufacturing establishment on Fourth 
street for some months. 


Associated with Mr. Helteu are three 


or four men well known in the business 
world of Portsmouth, one or two of 
them being connected with other shoe 
factories. Their names for the present 
are witheld from the public. 


The new factory will bo located on 


Bond street iu the old Montavon build- 
ing, which will be repaired and fixed 
up for the use of the new company. It 
is expected to have the new machinery, 
shafting, etc , in position inside of a 
month, when the factory will start up. 
It will have a capacity of 300 to 235 
pairs a day, but of course will begin on 
a limited scale. 


The new factory will manufacture 


men's welt shoes, a line not maufact- 
ured by any other concern in the city. 
Tho men engaged in the enterprise are 
all practical shoe men and if industry, 
energy and push will make the enter- 
prise go, its success is assured. 


Mr. Cnarles Helten, who is the head 


man of the new concern, will leave to- 
morrow for Cincinnati, Rochester and 
New York City to purchase new ma- 
chinery and other equipments for the 
now factory. The very latest rnachin- 


, cry will bo purchased. Mr. Helten 
will for the present continue his repair 
shop on West Fourth street. During 
his absence in the East this shop will 
bo in charge of Mr. Cook, a very com- 
petent man.
